E Samaritan Woman. There is an 
obvious progression in this fourth 
chapter of John. Jesus is spoken 
of as a Jew, a prophet, the Messiah, the 
Saviour of the world. The setting is 
a city of Samaria “near to the 
of ground that Jacob gave to his 
Joseph.” In Joshua 24:32 it is said of 
parcel of land that Jacob bought it 
the sons of Hamor for a hundred 
lambs (marginal reading, Jamieson, 
Fausset, and Brown). 

Jacob was a fair example of fallen 
humanity, and this Samaritan fallen 
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woman held him in corresponding es- 
teem. “Art thou,” she said (to the Lamb 


the world),.“greater than our father Ja- . 


cob,” who traded a hundred lambs for 
Art thou (the great Shep- 
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brance, whatsoever I have said unto 
you,” all the words of holiness He had 
spoken. 


“Neither do I condemn thee” (John 8: 
11). The eighth of John opens with the 
story of the adulteress. This was a great 
defeat for the scribes and the Pharisees 
and a great public humiliation. Hence 
the heckling and the wrangling with 
which they treat Jesus all through the 
rest of the chapter. This chapter indeed 
contains more opposition than any other, 
and it is because Jesus denounced the 
Pharasaic sins. “Ye shall die in your 
sins, .. . if ye believe not that I AM, 
ye shall die in your sins” (v. 24). “Who- 
soever committeth sin is the slave of sin” 
(v. 34). “Ye are of your father the 
devil, and the lusts of your father ye 
will do.” 

The eighth of John dwells on their sin- 
fulness; the ninth, on their blindness. 
This is the psychological order. Men’s 
sins make them blind to God’s truth. 

These Pharisees defended themselves on 
the ground that they were Abraham’s 
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sons (vs. 33-40). Jesus countered by tell- 
ing them that their works belied them. 
Abraham sheltered no murderous 
thoughts. “This did not Abraham.” Then 
these old sinners, who had just invol- 
untarily confessed their sins (being con- 
victed by their conscience) by going out 
one by one (v. 9), preened themselves 
on their legitimate birth, and at the same 
time insulted Jesus’ virgin birth by in- 
sinuating it to have been of fornication. 
Jesus immediately answers, “If God 
were your Father, ye would love me: 
for I proceeded forth and came from 
God.” 

When they said, “We have one Father, 
even God,” they were quoting Malachi 
2:10, “Have we not all one father? hath 
not one God created us?” that is, us Jews. 
Jesus denied them this quotation as He 
would deny it to many today who make 
use of it freely. The test of sonship 
thig time is whether they hear God’s 
words, “Ye therefore hear them not, be- 
cause ye are not of God” (8:47).

A Skeptic’s Questions 
A Lerrer To Dr. PETTINGILL 


Dear Sir: 


I write to you as one interested in 
Christianity and one of the foremost 
authorities on the Bible today. I have 
read with interest from your book, 
“Bible Questions Answered.” It seemed, 
aoe. that most of the questions 
asked were questions as to what me 
Bible teaches. I would like to ask, 
with your kind permission, some ques- 
tions as to whether the Bible must be 
taken literally from cover to cover or 
no, etc. I wonder if, because the Bible 
is so widely accepted, it can be said 
to prove itself true? But I am sure 

ou do not take that as a criterion of 
ts truth. 

Questions of which the answers are 
most important to me are the follow- 
ing: How does the proponent of “be- 
lief in the Bible literally” expect per- 
sons with reasoning and questionin 
minds to accept the seemingly iMogica 
condemnation to death of the billions 
of souls following Adam because of 
one man’s, Adam’s, disobedience? If 
the story of Adam and Eve is taken 
as a legend, or if we try to understand 
the circumstances that produced that 
story, then must not Christ be looked 
upon as a man who, believing Himself 
the looked-for Messiah, sought out 
death on the cross after leaving rich 
teachings on life and conduct? Is it 
not true that a change of heart and 
life can come from faith in eternal 
values like truth, love, honor, and 
rightness, which one may call the spirit 

God if one so desires; that when one 
sees the worth of these eternal values 
that one’s scale of values changes, that 
what one loved before he then hates, 
and what one hated before or was in- 
different to, he then loves? 

I wonder if the honored doctor to 
whorn I direct this letter will have 
ever considered the condemnation as 
the questions above do; I wonder if 


he will understand the wish to really 
know the truth and the importance 
that satisfaction on these questions 
would have in the life of the one cor- 
responding with him.—A North Caro- 
lina reader. 


Dr. PEerrINcILy’s REPLY 


Without hesitation or equivocation, I 
take my stand among those who believe 
the Bible “literally from cover to cover.” 
Of course, I agree with you that the 
mere fact that “the Bible is so widely 
accepted” is no proof of its truth. The 
Koran of Mohammedanism is very 
widely accepted, but that is no evidence 
that the Koran is from God. The truth 
of the Bible is proved by far stronger 
evidence. 

The “condemnation to death of the 
billions of souls following Adam because 
of one man’s disobedience” is only, as 
you yourself put it, “seemingly illogical.” 
Since we were all “in the loins of our 
father” Adam when he sinned, and 
since death is the perfectly obvious 
“wages of sin,” what is more logical than 
that through this “one man sin entered 
into the world, and death through sin; 
and so death passed unto all men, for 
that all sinned”? (Rom. 5:12, R.V.) 

Had not the righteous God provided 
a way out for man, He might logically 
be charged with injustice. But men are 
not condemned only because they have 
sinned, but also because they refuse to 
take the way out thus provided. The 
Lord Jesus said, “I am the way ... no 
man cometh unto the Father but. by me. 
. .. I am the door: by me if any man 
enter in, he shall be saved” (John 14: 
6; 10:9). “For God sent not his Son 
into the world to condemn the world; 
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that the world through him Ba 
saved. He that believeth on is 
cufidemned: but he that believeth 
is condemned already,” not because 
is a sinner, but “because he hath not 
ed in the name of the only begot- 
Son of God” (John 3:7, 18). 

You are quite right in saying that “if 
the story of Adam and Eve is taken as 
a legend,” then must the man called 
Christ “be looked upon as a man who” 
mistakenly believed himself to be the 
Messiah, That is a tremendous “if.” For 
the Lord Jesus testified to the truth of 
“the story of Adam and Eve” (Mark 10: 
6-8), as indeed He also testified to the 
truth of the whole Old Testament (Luke 
24:27, 44). You must indeed prove that 
Jesus of Nazareth was a liar and a blas- 
phemous fraud before you can dispose 
of “the story of Adam and Eve” as a 
legendary myth. 

If you ask how we may know whether 
Jesus of Nazareth was the true Christ 
of God, i point to His resurrection from 
the dead, which He often predicted, and 
which came to pass as He had promised. 
Experts in.the legal field have testified 
that the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead is the best attested great 
event in history, according to the law 
of evidence recognized by courts of law 
throughout the civilized world. 

God does not expect men to. believe 
these things without strong reasons for 
believing. He “now commandeth all 
men every where to repent: ‘because. he 
hath appointed a day, in the which he 
will judge the world in righteousness 
by that man whom he hath. ordained; 
whereof he hath given assurance [“of- 
fered faith,” marginal reading? -unto all 
men, in thet he hath raised him from 
the dead” (Acts 17:30, 31). 

“We have rot followed cunningly de- 
vised fables,” and that “those things 
which are most surely believed among 
us” are true is perfectly demonstrable 
in the letoratory of human experience. 
Those whom you describe in your letter 
as “persons with reasoning and inquir- 
ing minds” may know the truth if they 
will but fulfill the sole condition laid 
down in the challenge of the Lord Jesus 
(set forth in John 7:16, 17), where, in 
reply te the question, “How knoweth this 
man letters, having never learned?” He 
answered, “My teaching is not mine, but 
his that sent me. If any man willeth to 
do his will, he shall know of the teach-

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Islam's Challenge 
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Some of the principal teachings of Mohammedanism and how to meet them 


SLAM is the correct name given to 

the religion commonly called Mo- 

hammedanism, which religion is 
tenaciously held and propagated by 
some. three hundred million people in 
the world today. 


Our privilege has been to study this 
system intensively and at firsthand dur- 
ing the twenty-nine years of our mis- 
sionary labor on the borders of Tibet, 
and to witness for Christ to some of 
the ten million Moslems of China. This 
association has emphasized for us two 
great facts: that for the Moslem, as for 
every other sinner, only the Gospel of 
the Lord Jesus Christ is “the power of 
God unto salvation”; and that the teach- 
ings of Islam present a direct challenge 
to every Christian because of the ter- 
rible admixture of truth and error which 
they offer. Of the latter, the following 
expressions are cases in point. 


1. THe Trurn (Al-Haqq). This is a 
common household word in Islam. Yet 
the Spirit of Truth, the third Person 
of the Trinity, is excluded. Although 
the name “Holy Spirit” occurs in sev- 
eral places in the Koran, orthodox Mos- 
lem commentators have _ consistently 
applied this title to the Angel Gabriel. 
Here is truth -clothed with error, and 
by this means is the revelation concern- 
ing the divine Holy Spirit excluded from 
Islam. 


2. Sacririce (Al-Qurban’i— “to 
favor with God”. Many Biblical sac- 
rifices are mentioned throughout the 
Koran. From Jewish sources, Islam re- 
ceived the main essentials of these offer- 
ings and has handed them down to our 
day. In. Islamic ritual, the victim must 
be a clean, blemishless beast; the blood 
must be shed; and, on some occasions, 
the bones as far as possible must not 
be broken in dividing for gifts. But 
Moslems are instructed that it is not 
the blood shed but the piety of .the of- 
ferer that gains favor for him with God. 
Thus is the truth of righteousness, ob- 
tained by faith and typified by the shed 
blood, clothed with error. 


3. THe GosPe. or Perace (Injil-us- 
Salaam). God, according to the Koran, 
is the “Best Deviser of Stratagems.” As 
ah evidence of this claim, the book men- 
tions the crucifixion of Christ, only to 
deny the fact. It teaches that the Jews 
neither slew the Messiah nor crucified 
Him, but He was “simulated” to them. 
In the books of Islam, the unanimous 
interpretation of this. teaching is that 
God deceived the Jews by transposing 
two likenesses; a substitute was cruci-

fied in Jesus’ stead; that mighty Prophet 
by-passed the cross, escaped the Jewish 
plot and the ignominy of crucifixion. 
His historic burial and resurrection are 
relegated to the time of. His return at 
the close of this age. It is taught that He 
will rule as a great Moslem king over 
a peaceful earth; will marry, beget chil- 
dren, die after His forty-year reign, be 
buried in a tomb plot reserved for Him 
long ago in Medinah, and rise on the 
resurrection day to be judged before 
God. No fault is to be found in Him, 
but for some unaccountable reason He 
is to be given a-degree below Moham- 
med. Some traditionists intimate that 
this subjection was required because He 
permitted His people to worship Him, 
a creature, as God.’ Thus Islam has 
taught for thirteen centuries a “gospel,” 
but one that denies the Glad Tidings of 
peace and substitutes a “cruci-fiction” 
for the crucifixion of history (Matt. 16: 
21-23). 


4. Fara (Imani) is summed up in the 
briefest of all creeds: “There is no God 
but Allah, and Mohammed is Allah’s 
Apostle.” As explained by Islam, this 
belief is a two-pronged, fiery dart aimed 
at the Trinity and at the supremacy of 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 


5. Satvation. For more than thirty 
thousand mornings, millions of Moslems 
haye been roused before the dawn by 
the words in the call to prayer: “Awake 
to salvation.” Yet for these souls, tot- 
tering to the grave, salvation is still 
“far off,” for they do not know the Sav- 
iour who brought salvation nigh.

To Meret THE CHALLENGE 


The question now arises: What is the 
equipment necessary for meeting this 
challenge? Centuries before Mohammed 
lived, Paul described it: “Having your 
loins girt about with truth, and having 
on the breastplate of righteousness; and 
your feet shod with the preparation of 
the gospel of peace; above all, taking 
the shield of faith... . Take [or receive] . 
the helmet of salvation, and the sword 
of the Spirit, which is the word of God” 
(Eph, 6: 14-17). 

The Word of God, or the “Sayings of 
God” is ever the best means for meet- 
ing Islam’s challenge. In the use of this 
“sword,” the Christian soldier, as Dr. 
H. A. Ironside points out, “is to know 
his Bible so well that he can draw from 
this armory the particular saying that 
he needs at a given moment.” 

There are five ways in which the Bible, 
or the “Sayings of God,” have been dis- 
tributed in one little corner of the great 
Moslem world in which it has been our 
privilege to work. The items mentioned 
are five pieces of literature which Mos- 
lems in China have come to know and 
ask for by their Arabic titles. 


1.THe Hoty Boox (AlI-Kitab-ul- 
Muqaddas). The expression designates 
the entire Bible, any portion of it, or 
selections arranged topically from it. 
These books have been supplied mainly 
by the Bible societies and the Scripture 
Gift Mission. To appreciate their use- 
fulness, consider just one illustration. 

A merchant comes eight days’ journey 
from an out-of-the-way village. He has 
been sent to the Sining Moslem Guest 
Room on the mission compound to plead 
for an Arabic Bible. But our stock is 
almost exhausted. Only two copies are 
being kept for emergencies. Possibly 
it will be years before other parcels of 
Scriptures can come again to this dis- 
tant region. The inquirer tells of a 
group of Arabic-reading Moslems, meet- 
ing secretly to search the Word. They 
have only one cross-reference Bible in* 
Chinese. With the Arabic translation, 
he explains, they could really under- 
stand the terms. He declares that he is 
sworn to secrecy, having promised not 
to tell who or where his associates are, 
for to do so would mean persecution, 
perhaps worse. After much prayer and 
many visits from this Moslem man, I 
am convinced that he should have one 
of the precious two remaining copies of 
the Book; so I set a price. _He pays it 
happily and gives me a “Salaam” to go, 
remarking, “I know that God led, for He 
guided me this morning to bring ex- 
actly the amount you have set.” 


2. Tue Se.ections [Al Mukhtara] rrom 
THE Worp or Gop. Printing and distribu- 
tion of this book are made possible by 
the Bible House of Los Angeles. This 
small volume contains the cream of the 
Word of God, Scripture explaining Scrip- 
ture, with a number of simple pictures 
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Travelers by the roadside have hailed 
me for copies. Educated men have pur- 
chased them for their friends. Refer- 
ences to the Bible books, found at the 
end of the extracts, have led some 
readers to come for complete Gospels 
and portions. For a long time our stock 
of these books was exhausted, and no 
more seemed available. Then one day 
when there was a famine of the printed 
Word, in another district I found a cache 
of almost two hundred copies. In dis- 
tributing some of them, I recall one 
teacher who, determined to stir an ar- 
gument, casually leafed over a few pages. 
A verse that he saw there “struck fire,” 
and the man’s manner changed. He went 
on his way reading the book intently. 


3. THe Lams or Gop (Hamal-ullah). 
This title is given to the most popular 
and effective of the several posters and 
tracts issued by the. Society of Friends 
of the Moslems. One day in a distant 
hill village, a crowd of women and girls 
listened intently while my wife ex- 
plained the message of this poster. An 
interested crowd of men _ gathered 
round me, attracted by a similar poster 
displayed outside near the road. This 
was the very same home from which a 
member had confessed Christ many years 
before and had never again in his life- 
time been permitted to cross this thres- 
hold — yet here we were being warmly 
welcomed as messengers of the same 
Gospel. e 

4. Sermons (Khutba). The messages 
are styled after those delivered on Fri- 
days, the day of assembly in the 
mosques. They consist of Scripture 
verses explained by well-known illus- 
trations from Islamic literature — all 
very effective in allaying prejudice 
against the Bible. 

5. Tae Licut or Licnts (Nur-ul-An- 
war). Hundreds of copies of these leaf- 
lets have been distributed. They were 
written by Miss Lilias Trotter of Algiers 
years ago, under the title, “The Seven- 
fold Secret,” and they‘ deal with the 
seven “I Am’s” of Christ. One blind 
man, well educated by ear-gate, ob- 
tained a copy years ago. I met him 
some time afterward and found he had 
memorized the passages and knew the 
spiritual meaning of most of them. All 
over the countryside he had enlisted 
friends and strangers, willing or not, 
to read portions to him. 


With an understanding of what Islam’s 
challenge is — a vicious blending of truth 
and error—and with a knowledge of 
those means which God has been pleased 
to use in answering the challenge and 
bringing light to the Moslem, what 
remains for the missionary-hearted 
Christian to do? The answer is found 
in one word: “Pray.” 

Prayer is needed not only for an awak- 
ened interest on the part of believers in 
the homelands, but also for the Chris- 
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tians in all countries who have Moslems 


among their acquaintances and friends, 
that they all may be burdened for the 
evangelization of the followers of Islam. 

Furthermore, only prayer can make 
possible — through Bible and tract soci- 
eties and other means—the continuous 
supply of Bible literature which is so 
essential for the replenishing of ex- 
hausted stocks and the meeting of future 
needs, 

Through prayer—and perhaps by no 
other means— will there come a sense 
of conviction of sin as Moslems through- 
out the world come in contact with the 
Word of God or with living witnesses for 
Him. 

Finally, it is prayer to the “Lord of 
the harvest” that will eventuate in His 
thrusting forth suitable missionary vol- 
unteers: young men and women whose 
call to Moslem work is so definite that 
no subsequent discouragement can dis- 
suade them, 
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When Islam’s challenge is met, by 
means of the Word of God and in de- 
pendence upon the Holy Spirit in prayer, 
what is the result? Perhaps the answer 
can be made vivid in the following inci- 
dent. One day in a land far from China 
there came to the missionary a Moslem 
man in great darkness and confusion 
and in deep conviction of sin. He had 
become aware of a divine personality 
back of the written Word, and he came 
to the Lord’s servant with this signifi- 
cant question, “Who is that who so deals 
with me?” 

Who is it indeed, but the Spirit of Him 
who came into the world “to save sin- 
ners,” the One whose gracious words 
are for the Moslem as well as for every 
other sinful soul: “The words that I 
speak unto you, they are spirit, and they 
are life ... He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life” (John 6:63; 
3:36).

Getting the Gospel to the Mayas 


Living among the Mexican Indians to learn their language and teach them to read it 


ONIA PET —- they called her that for 
short, for you couldn’t pronounce 
her Maya Indian name even if we could 
spell it— Donia Pet liked to read the 
Bible, She often sat next to Miss Ruby 
Shaw of Atlanta on Sunday mornings 
in the little Presbyterian church in the 
village of Xocempich, Yucatan, Mexico. 
Donia Pet, like many of the other In- 
dian women, came to church barefooted. 
But she always had her big Bible on 
her arm. Donia Pet spoke only Maya, 
and the Bible was written in Spanish. 
But Miss Shaw noticed one Sunday that, 
when the congregation stood to read a 
text in unison, Donia Pet opened her 
huge book and read as loudly and sol- 
emnly as anyone, entirely unconcerned 
over the fact that, while the rest read 
from the Gospel of Mark, her Bible was 
open to the Book of Job—and upside 
down! 

The Mexican Indians, dark-skinned 
and generally rather plump, among 
whom the slim, blonde young Atlanta 
girl spent two or three years, so en- 
deared themselves to her that she in- 
tended to return to them after a visit 
with relatives and friends here, and to 
remain at least until the fascinating 
work is completed in which she and 
some 150 other American linguistics stu- 
dents were engaged. And that may 
be a good many years yet. 

Already the Wycliffe Bible Trans- 
lators, who conduct a summer school at 
the University of Oklahoma, have spent 
about twelve years working in some fifty 
languages and dialects, many of which 
have never before been written. The

translation and printing of the New Tes- 
tament. in Tarascan and Mazateco have 
been completed, Miss Shaw said, and 
portions of it were ready for print in 
Maya and Chol when we talked with 
her. 

The workers go in couples, sometimes 
two girls, sometimes a husband and wife, 
into various isolated sections, and live 
for months at a time among the Indians, 
investigating, studying, and recording 
their language, and incidentally, their 
customs and type of civilization. 

Miss Shaw spent several months at a 
ranch owned by Spaniards, two days by 
horseback from the little town of Oco- 
cingo, Chiapas, “down at the jungle’s 
edge near the border of Guatemala,” 

“It was the rainy season when we left 
in September,” she said. “We had to 
cross the swollen river in a cayuca, or 
hollowed-out boat used by the Indians, 
while the horses swam. The main trail 
was grown up so badly that a boy had 
to go ahead of us to cut the jungle 
growth, 

“The usual mode of travel on the 
highways and city streets is by horse- 
drawn coaches, which remind you of the 
Gay Nineties. But we always go by 
plane to and from Merida, the capital 
of Yucatan, with either Mexico City or 
New Orleans at the other end of the 
line.” 

Xocampich, where she spent the most 
time, is a village of about 250 people, 
some two hours’ walk from the railroad. 
There were two other American couples 
there, one the Presbyterian missionaries 
who conducted the little church. Miss 
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Shaw’s companion was a nurse, and in 
a place where any kind of medical at- 
tention is a rarity, her knowledge and 
the few medical supplies she brought 
were often most welcome. 

Plain bicarbonate of soda, however, 
cured a triple scorpion sting which 
proved to be Miss Shaw’s nearest ap- 
proach to disaster. The scorpion was 
in her sleeping hammock one night, the 
hammock which served as bed and mos- 
quito net, and the Alanta girl calmly 
killed the poisonous creature with her 
bare hands, but not before it had three 
times injected its venom. 

Another time, while she was busily 
typing, she felt something tickle her 
foot. 
ing,” she said. “I heard something rattle 
and thought, ‘Oh, there’s a mouse in my 
wastebasket.’ I looked down just in time 
to see a two-and-a-half-foot snake crawl 
out of my basket and slip through the 
door.” 

The Americans lived in a little stone 
house, which had an attached kitchen 
built of saplings tied together with vines 
and covered with a thatched roof — the 
usual type of building construction 
among the Indians. 

They hired a twelve-year-old Indian 
girl, with the Spanish name of Martina, 
to do their housework for them — cook- 
ing, washing, and all—for five pesos, 
or’ a little more than a dollar, a month. 
Martina thought this amount of pay 
quite satisfactory, as she had little use 
for money aside from buying pretty 
ribbons, beads, and combs. 

“The Mayas are a very proud people,” 
Miss Shaw said. “They like to dress up. 
They are very clean, bathe every day, 
and always wear white garments, which, 
of course, they have to wash often. They 
keep them clean, too. 

“The women’s dresses are all made 
alike, cut by a perfectly straight pattern, 
with a square neck and no sleeves, and 
adorned with the most delicate and in- 
tricate embroidery around the neck and 
hem, Often there are tiny tucks just 
above the hem, too, and the petticoat, 
which is several inches longer than the 
dress, also has tucks and usually an 
edging of machine-made lace. 

“The rebozo, which completes the cos- 
tume is a long, wide piece of material 
of a darker color, ‘usually blue, with 
deep fringe at each end. This can be 
folded to a long, narrow strip and worn 
around the waist, crossed over in front 
and thrown back over the shoulders. 
Or, as is more usual, it can be unfolded 
and worn on the head as a protection 
from the hot sun, the ends serving all 
kinds of purposes, from improvised bas- 
kets for eggs, to a kind of swing in 
which the baby rides, straddling his 
mother’s hip and holding tightly to her. 

“Their food is principally tortillas and 
beans, accompanied sometimes by cocoa, 
which they make without milk. We sent 
Martina out to buy a chicken for us one 


“I kicked it off and went on work-. 
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time. She came back with a piece of 
string “about eight inches long, showing 
us that she had measured the chicken 
and it was ‘this big.’ It cost three pesos, 
she said, and did we want it? We told 
her to buy it, and she dressed, cleaned, 
and cooked it all by herself.” 

The Indians found it difficult to un- 
derstand why*the Americans worked at 
typewriters and in notebooks so many 
hours each day. As their language had 
never before been written, the first task 
was to record the words phonetically. 
Before Miss Shaw’s first trip into the 
villages, she had learned enough Maya 
speech to enable her to express herself 
satisfactorily, if not fluently, in that 
tongue. 

“It took only about a month,” she said, 
“to learn these fundamentals pf the lan- 
guage. After the words are finally writ- 
ten, the people have to learn to read. 
We teach them by means of large charts 
with pictures of familiar objects accom- 
panied by the Indian names as we have 
spelled them phonetically. They are de- 
lighted when they find they are able to 
learn, and many of them have quite 
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agile minds which absorb the strange 
learning readily.” 

Miss Shaw’s favorite of all the Indian 
people among whom she lived was a 
little fat, dark-skinned, four-year-old 
girl, named Chanshkan, which means 
“Little Snake.” The American girl 
taught the little Maya to say, “I—love 
—you,” in English, and to put her 
chubby arms around her neck in the af- 
fectionate gesture of all babyhood. . 

“She would come to church on Sun- 
day,mornings, her hair full of ribbons, 
just all the ribbons her hair could hold. 
Her young mother (she was about 
twenty, and Chanshkan was her only 
child) loved to dress her up. Chanshkan 
would come straight to me, climb up in 
my lap, and sit there until the services 
were over.” 

Yes, Ruby Shaw was going back. Her 
heart was definitely with the dark-skin- 
ned people who, until now, have had the 
Bible stories passed on to them only by 
word of mouth, but who will some day 
before much longer be able to read them 
in their own language.

A Men’s Missionary Society 


How it promoted giving and prayer and interest in foreign missions 


N THE spring of 1916 I was invited 

to meet with a group of laymen of 
our church to consider the great cause 
of foreign missions. We met Friday 
afternoon and adjourned Sunday night. 
There were perhaps twenty business and 
professional men present from all the 
Southeastern states, including Kentucky 
and Tennessee, and the guest of honor 
was a missionary, Mr. B. Davidson, foun- 
der and director of the India Mission, 
then in this country. The gathering was 
informal, and the time was spent in Bible 
study, prayer, and consideration of the 
work of foreign missions. 


I came home from the first meeting 
with the thought that while the women 
of our church were interested in foreign 
missions, our men were doing practically 
nothing for the cause, and that there 
was no reason why we should not do so. 
I spoke to our pastor about asking the 
businessmen of our church to undertake 
the support of a missionary through the 
regular foreign missionary channels of 
our church, and he. gave his immediate 
and wholehearted approval. At that time 
the support of a missionary was set at 
$1,200 by the foreign missions committee 
of our church. ; , 

It was decided that we would call a 
meeting of the men for Sunday after- 
noon in the Bible class room of the 
church and lay the matter before them, 
but first it was deemed best to endeavor 
to have a substantial pa?tt of the amount

subscribed, so that the men attending the 
meeting would know we were in earnest. 
Three of our men each agreed to give 
$200, and with this $600 pledged, we 
called the meeting. As I recall, there 
were thirteen men present. 

After prayer the matter was laid be- 
fore the men. It was explained that the 
subscriptions were to be paid in advance, 
and that if we could secure the addi- 
tional $600, making $1,200 in all, we 
would be able to take on the support of 
a missionary. One of the men suggested 
that we pass around a subscription sheet 
and each one put down what he would 
give. 

When the sheet was returned there 
was $1,150 subscribed. As the meeting 
adjourned one of our elders, a dear old 
Scotchman, said to me, and the burr still 
lingers in my memory, “Robert, if you 
need the other $50, let me know, and I 
will give it.” We did not need it. It 
came from another man who could not 
be present at the meeting. 

So we had the $1,200, and the next 
step was to secure our missionary. Lewis 
H. Lancaster, born of missionary parents 
in China, and himself a volunteer for 
that field, was waiting to be sent out, 
We at once got in touch with him, and 
he became our missionary, going out jn 
January of the following year. 

The work of the group grew and pros- 
pered. In 1919, we took on another mig. 
sionary, or to speak more accurately,, 
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one-half of a missionary couple going 
out to the Belgian Congo. A year later 
we added one-half of the support of a 
couple going to Korea. The amount re- 
quired for the support of a missionary 
had been increased to $1,350, so that we 
then had an annual budget of $4,050. 

This continued for ten years, with the 
exception of one year when we had only 
two missionaries, until 1930, when we 
began to feel the effects of the panic 
of 1929. Qur memership has fluctuated 
from fourteen to thirty-seven during the 
twenty-nine years of our work. And in 
that time we have remitted {not includ- 
ing the current year) $77,358.82 to our 
foreign mission office for the support of 
our representatives on the foreign field. 

We have a minimum of $25 for mem- 
bership in the group, the gifts at pres- 
ent ranging from $25 to $1,000, the lat- 
ter entitling the member to the support 
of a missionary through the group. The 
wisdom of the $25 minimum has been 
questioned, but it has been thought that 
as this was a businessmen’s movement 
the amount should not be reduced. 

We do not understand the group to 
be an organization. We have no officers, 
no voting, and no elections. We have 
only two stated meetings a year. Once 
a year, late in May or early in June, we 
have a formal or annual meeting. This 
is a dinner meeting and at first was held 
in my home, but as the membership in- 
creased was later held at the church. We 
have tried to preserve the hqme atmos- 
phere, however, as far as possible and 
not have it become “just another church 
supper.” It is paid for out of the leader’s 
tithe. Nothing is ever taken out of the 
money subscribed, every cent being re- 
mitted as it is received. 

At the annual dinner meeting we 
usually have a foreign missionary guest 
speaker, and a program consisting of 
Scripture reading, prayer, and mission- 
ary hymns, leading up to the passing 
of the subscription list. This list bears 
the names of the subscribers for the pre- 
vious year, the amounts subscribed, as 
a reminder, and space for the new sub- 
scriptions. An annual report is sent out 
preceding the meeting by two or three 
weeks. This carries the financial report, 
with certification by one of the members 
that it has been checked and audited and 
found correct. Also a return postal card 
to indicate who will be present. 

Interest in the work is fostered mainly 
through periodical letters received from 
our missionaries, and sometimes letters 
going from us to them; by visits from 
them and other missionaries, when home 
on furlough; and Christmas cards sent by 
each member of the group to each of our 
missionaries. As will be appreciated, 
these have to be arranged for consider- 
ably ahead of time. The leader also is 
on the alert for interesting missionary 
literature and brief missionary items to 
send out to the men. Foreign mission 
sermons by our pastor also help to sus- 
tain interest. 
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*” "The work has "been‘e great Bleising to 


the church, as well-as to the individual 
members, The formation of the group 
and the taking on of additional mission- 
aries has been marked by blessings at 
home, such as the erection of a rew 
Sunday school building, raising the pas- 
tor’s salary, the purchase of property 
adjoifing the church as a church house 
and overflow Sunday school building; 
thus again proving that the Lord’s prom- 
ised presence will be with those who 
carry out His command to go into all 
the world and preach the Gospel to every 
creature (Matt. 28:19, 20). This does 
not take into account the spiritual bless- 
ings that our church has continued to 
enjoy. 

All that is needed to establish such a 
work in any church is the approval of 
the pastor and official body of the 
church, and one key man, willing to be 
led of the Spirit. 


The origin and work of the Men’s Mis- 
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sion Group is clearly of the Holy Spirit. 
It is He who has led, guided, and in- 
spired. It has also been a work born 
and continued in prayer and in complete 
dependence on the Holy Spirit; a work 
done without thought of human approval 
and for God’s glory alone. 


Men. for missions is one of the great 
undeveloped resources of the church. 
The record of the group shows that, with 
the blessing of God, men will give to 
foreign missions, if informed, encour- 
aged, and given the opportunity. In our 
ehurch, the annual dinner meeting of 
the group is looked forward to as one 
of the outstanding events, of the year. 
Lawyers, judges, doctors, municipal offi- 


. cers, businessmen, and seminary stu- 


dents, together with our pastor, gather 
for the evening. We usually meet at 
seven o’clock and adjourn about ten, 
and the members understand that we 
are to. give the whole evening -to this

ALL ABOARD FOR NIGERIA 


On October 13 of this year thirty-two missionaries and ten children left New 
York for their fields of service in West Africa under the Sudan Interior Mission. 
It was the largest single group of missionaries sent out at one time in the history 
of the mission, and, as’ far as is. known, the largest group of missionaries under one 
board to leave the United States by air at one time. 


. ‘The party consisted of twenty-four returning workers and eight new workers 
all for service in Nigeria. There were two medical doctors, four registered nurses, 
one practical nurse, seven teachers, and eighteen evangelists. Dr. Albert David 
Helser, M.A., Ph.D., veteran missionary of nearly twenty-five years’ service in 


Nigeria, headed the group. 


The tremendous need for men on the mission fields was illustrated again with 
this party, which consisted of nine men and twenty-three women, far out of all 


proportion to what it should be.

Approach to the Lesson 
a4 11S beginning of miracles,” per- 
formed at the wedding feast in 
- Cana of Galilee, and the cleans- 
ing of the Temple at Jerusalem were 
designed to declare the authority of our 
blessed Lord and to show forth His glory 
as the Creator who had come to earth 
and clothed Himself in our humanity 
in order.that He might.become our Kins- 
man-Redeemer. 
‘We are given’ no information as to 
who the contracting parties were, nor 
are we: told what other. guests were 
present save the Lord Jesus, His mother, 
and His disciples. All our attention is 
focused upon the Lord Himself, whose 
presence turns every occasion inte one 
of joy and gladness and who, in His 
grace, meets every need of the heart of 
It is significant that John’s Gospel, in 
its early section, brings a wedding be- 
fore us, and ‘his great prophetic. Book, 
the Revelation, closes with another wed- 
ding, the marriage of the Lamb, in which 
all the redeemed of all ages are to have 
a part, whether as of those who in this 
age tnake up the Bride (Eph. 5:30-33) 
or those of other dispensations who will 
be there as friends of the Bridegroom 
(John. 3:29). Every wédding feast on 
earth should be so conducted.as to pic- 
ture ‘that glorious nuptial event which 
shall herald the dawning of the glorious 
Kingdom of the Son of man over ail the 
earth. A Christian marriage is not, as 
in Rome’s sense, a sacrament, but it 
should be recognized as setting forth in 
symbol what the ritual, often used, calls

The necessity for the cleansing of the 
“Temple told out most plainly the sad 
condition of Israel at this time. The very 
sanctuary itself had become defiled by 
the greed and covetousness of both 
priests and merchants. 


The Historical Setting 


In view of the discrepancy mentioned 
‘last week regarding the received chron- 
ology and the date of the actual birth 
of Jesus Christ, His first miracle was 
probably performed late in A.D. 26 or 
early in 27, shortly after He returned 
from the teniptation in the / wilderness 
of Judea.’ Cana is a small town, still in 
existence, in the hill country of Galilee. 
The cleansing of the Temple followed 
very shortly afterward. 


Verse by Verse 


John 2:1—“A marriage in Cana... 
and the mother of Jesus was there.” This 
marriage, we are told, took place on the 
third day; that is, the third day after 
the call of Nathanael, as related in chap- 
ter 1. Mary the mother of the Lord Jesus 
was there already. Some have conjec- 
tured that those who were to be married 
at this time were intimate family con- 
nections of hers, but Scripture is silent 
as to this. 

Verse 2.—“Jesus was called, and _ his 
disciples, to the marriage.” Having been 
invited to the wedding, the Lord Jesus 
Christ and the little group of possibly 
six disciples journeyed northward, 
reaching Cana in time for the feast. 


Verse 3—“They have no wine.” The

juice of the grape, prepared in various 
ways, sometimes spiced or mingled with 
other flavoring agencies, was the com- 
mon drink of the country and specially 
on convivial occasions such as weddings 
and other feasts. Mary noticed that the 
supply had run out and probably in or- 
der to avoid shaming the parents of the 
bride and groom she called the atten- 
tion of the Lord Jesus to it, and that in 
a way which clearly implied that she 
looked to Him to do something about it. 

Verse 4.—“Woman, what have I to do 
with thee?” This was not a brusque re- 
buke, as our Authorized Version would 
seem to imply. It was actually as 
though He said, “Lady, what is that as 
between thee and me?” Then He added, 
“Mine hour is not yet come.” He would 
manifest His glory in due time. He did 
not need to be hurried, 

Verse 5.--“Whatsoever he saith unto 
you, do it.” Mary thus addressed the 
servants, assured in her own mind that 
her holy Son would meet the need in 
some way. Her words may well speak 
to every one of us. She did not draw 
attention to herself, but directed it 
toward Him who had come into the 
world so miraculously. 


Verse 6—“Six waterpots of stone, 
after the manner of the purifying of the 
Jews.” These aptly picture the legal 
forms and ceremonies of Judaism, all 
empty and useless to meet the crying 
needs of the hearts of men and to give 
that purification which fits them for fel- 
lowship with God. They had their place 
once, but now He had come into the 
world to whom all the types of the Law 
pointed. 

Verse 7.—‘“Fill the waterpots with 
water.” This, too, was a symbolic act. 
When we pour into the forms and ordi- 
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nances of the Law the pure living water 
of the grace of God, as set forth in the 
New Testament, they are then no longer 
dry and lifeless ceremonies, but become 
wonderful illustrations of the Word of 
the truth of the Gospel. 


Verse 8.—“Draw out now, and bear to 
the governor of the feast.” It was fitting 
that he should be the first to taste the 
result of the manifest power of Christ, 
in order that he might commend it to 
the rest. 


Verse 9.—“The water that was made 
wine.” Amazed at the fragrance and 
taste of the wine in his cup, and un- 
aware of the means whereby it was ob- 
tained, the governor of the feast called 
upon the bridegroom for an explanation. 


Verse 10.—“Thou hast kept the good 
wine until now.” There was something 
about this pure, delicious wine that was 
superior to all they had been using. 
This does not necessarily imply fermen- 
tation, but rather a richness of flavor 
beyond that in common use. The Lord 
Jesus had done in a moment of time 
what, as Creator, He does in ten thou- 
sands of vineyards throughout many 
lands in the course of several months: 
that is, changing water into the rich 
blood of the grape. 


Verse 11—‘“Manifested forth his 
glory.” In chapter 1:14 we saw Jesus 
as the true tabernacle, in which was 
hidden the glory of the eternhl Son. 
Each miracle He wrought was a mahi- 
festation of that glory. 


Verse 12.—“After this he went down 
to Capernaum.” Going from Cana to 
the city where His mother now lived, the 
Lord Jesus remained some time in Gal- 
ilee, preaching and teaching until the 
annual Passover season drew nigh in 
the spring of A.D. 27. - 


Verse 13:.—“Jesus went up to Jerusa- 
lem.” As a Jew, under the Law, Jesus 
was careful to obey the command to 
keep certain feasts (Deut. 16:1), even 
though they had become cold and formal. 
That which of old was designated the 
Passover of the Lord (Num. 28:16) is 
here called “the Jews’ passover,” be- 
cause the Lord was no longer honored 
in its observance by most of those who 
participated. ‘ 


Verse ‘14.—“In the temple those that 
sold ... and the changers of money.” 
Originally all of this was for the con- 
venience of those who came to the feast 
from distant lands, but it had degener- 
ated into a matter of personal gain and 
so was obnoxious to God. 


Verse 15.—“A scourge of small cords.” 
With so insignificant a weapon did Jesus 
drive out the dishonest merchants and 
hawkers who had been preying upon the 
people who came to worship God. 

Verse 16—“Make not my Father’s 
house an house of merchandise.” This 
is a stern rebuke of all selfish commer- 
cializing of the things pf God. 
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The Heart of the Lesson 


In the Lord Jesus Christ we see God 
fully manifested: both as the One able 
to meet every need and as the right- 
eous judge over His own house. It is 
He who by the water of His Word 
changes our poverty into wealth and our 
grief into joy. And it is He who, as 
judge over His own house, takes, note 
of all unrighteousness fostered by the 
professing -church. '

Wade-C. Smith to Boys and Girls 
MIRACLE startles us. The mere 


account of a miracle is absorbingly . 


interesting. Anything that interrupts 
the course of nature or disturbs its 
status seems unreal and unreasonable. 
One has to have some spiritual insight 
to appreciate a miracle. He might en- 
joy the benefits of a miracle, while the 
wonder of it is lost upon him. 

And this brings up what seems to me 
the greatest blessing that can come to 
us today out of the Cana wedding feast 
incident, where our Lord worked His 
first miracle; at least it is the first: re- 
corded miracle. The point is in what 
Mary, our Lord’s mother, said to the 
servants, “Whatsoever he saith unto you, 
do it.” Mary was evidently inspired 
with the belief that the Lord Jesus 
Christ was about to do something -very 
wonderful. In spite of the seeming re- 
buff which she had received when she 
told Him there was no wine, her faith 
was bounding with expectancy. As far 
as we know she had never seen her Son 
work a mizacle. There are some legend- 
ary stories of the Lord Jesus, as a lad, 
astonishing His playmates by: pulling 
pigeons down out of the air, and doing 
other “tricks,” but there ‘is no. trust- 
worthy authority for such tales., 

However, Mary had ample reason to 
believe that Jesus had miraculous power. 
Gabriel in announcing to her His com- 
ing birth had told her, “That holy thing 
which shall be born of thee shall be 
called the Son of God” (Luke 1:35). 
And Mary had sung, “My soul doth mag- 
nify the Lord, and my spirit hath re- 
joiced in God my Saviour” (Luke 1:46, 
47). And after the shepherds had come 
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to the stable on that first Christmas 
night and had told her what the angelic 
host had shouted in the sky, and had 
left to proclaim the tidings to others, 
the record tells us that “Mary kept all 
these things, and pondered them in her 
heart.” 

All through the years of His childhood 
and young manhood, Mary had cherished 
the thought that one day her Son would 
astonish the world with His miraculous 
power. And now at the wedding feast 
at Cana she is inspired to believe His 
divine authority and His God-power 


would be manifested to the world. So : 


she said with perfect confidence to the 
servants, “Whatsoever he saith unto you, 
do it.”. The servants obeyed; then came 
the miracle. When someone believes 
and someone obeys, that seems to clear 
the way for a miracle from the Lord. 

The palsied man was brought to Jesus 
by. his four friends; “and when he saw 
their faith’— then came the miracle. 
That poor distressed father who brought 
his demon-possessed boy to the Lord 
Jesus, cried out, “Lord, I believe; help 
thou mine unbelief’”—then came the 
miracle. The centurion’ whose servant 
was sick unto death said, “Lord, you 
do not have to troubl> to come to my 
house to heal him; just speak the word 
of power where you are!” Then came 
the miracle. The Syrophenician woman 
said, “Yes, Lord: yet the dogs under the 
table eat of the children’s crumbs”; and 
the woman’s little daughter was healed 
that same hour. 

Young people, do you have-an ez- 
pectant faith in the Lord Jesus? Are 
you looking for Him to do something 
really wonderful in your life? Some- 
thing miraculous, which cannot be done 
by any other but He? Or are you merely 
asking Him for something very ordinary 
— some bauble, or some object of a cher- 
ished selfish desire? Do you realize that 
you cannot possibly ask too large a thing 
of Him? Hang this Scripture up in 
your mind and keep it before you as a 
life motto: “My expectation is from him. 
... The Lord... only doeth wondrous 
things.” That is the cream skimmed 
from two verses in the Psalms (Psas. 62: 
5; 72:18). Open your Bible and read 
those two verses. Make them a daily 
méditation, act upon them, and you will 
find riches coming to you on a higher 
level and sweeter enjoyment than you 
ever dreamed of. The Lord Jesus does 
not give cheap gifts. What He does is 
wonderful.

After the Lesson.—Last week we saw 
the greatness of our Lord Jesus as the 
Word, the light and life of men, and the 
Son of God come down to earth from 
Heaven.

But today we find Him a guest 
at a wedding feast, sympathizing with 
human joys, and approving innocent 
pleasure and festivity. Still more, He 
used His power to save the host from 
embarrassment when the wine ran short, 
and showed Himself the Lord of creation 
by farning water into wine. Jesus is 
interested in human homes, and there 
would be more happy homes if people 
would start by inviting the Lord Jesus 
to their wedding, and then give Him 
first place in their home. 


But the same Lord who loved people 
and was glad to share their rightful 
joys could get angry in the face of 
wrong. At the wedding He showed 
His sympathy and His power to help 
people. In the Temple He showed His 


concern for the honor of His Father’s 
house by driving out the traders and the 
animals. Where theré should have been 
reverent quiet for 
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He found ali the din and confusion of 
an Oriental bazaar. That He could not 
pass unrebuked. So, with great courage, 
He insisted on the honor of God’s house 
and the reverence befitting it. Do we 


-stand for right in the face of wrong? 


Or do we keep our real feelings hid, 
more concerned toe be pleasant to peo- 
ple than to be true to God? 

Whether it be pleasant or unpleasant, 
our aim should be to follow our Golden 
Text at all times, “Whatsoever he saith 
unto you, do it.’ A student at an Eng- 
lish university awoke one morning at 
five and found his roommate already 
dressed and poring over his Bible. “What 
are you at so early?” he asked. “Jesus 
Christ says, ‘If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments,’ ” was the reply, “and I am 
searching the New Testament to see 
what He has commanded us.” That 
Bible-searching student was C. T. Studd, 
newly converted and keen to go all out 
for Christ. We are not surprised to 
know that he became one of the most 
self-sacrificing and devoted missionary 
leaders of our time. God’s blessing al- 
ways follows obedience. It will rest on 
our lives if we remember:

Topic and Scripture: 
Jesus Is Invited to a Wedding 
(John 2:1-10) 

SING your Wordless Book, did ‘you 

tell about the Lord Jesus? What 
did John mean when he called Him “the 
Lamb of God”? (Review last lesson.) 
How many of you read all of the first 
chapter of John? Can you name three 
people in that chapter who told others 
about the Lord? (John the Baptist told 
everybody who would listen; Andrew 
told his brother; Philip told his friend 
Nathanael.) 

Last week we learned from John the 
Baptist that the Lord Jesus is the Lamb 
of God. Today we learn from our Bibles 
that He is the Son of God. It was not 
only that John the Baptist said so (John 
1: 32-34), but what the Lord Jesus Him- 
self did, that proved to His disciples 
He was God’s Son, the Christ they had 
long expected. “This beginning of mir- 
acles did Jesus in Cana of Galilee, and 
manifested forth his glory; and his dis- 
ciples believed on him” (John 2:11). 
One of those disciples, who saw His 
glory and believed, wrote down what 
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happened so we could know and believe 
and tell others. It happened’ like this 
(Tell the story of John 2:1-10). A glass 
of water and one of wee juice may 
be at hand.) 

How could He change water into grape 
juice? Yes, that is the question. And 
that is why we know He must be God, 
or He couldn’t do it. Who makes grapes 
from water and plant food and sunshine? 
Isn’t it God? Usually He takes all sum- 
mer to grow and ripen a grape so it can 
be squeezed and give grape juice. 
Couldn’t He do it in a minute. instead 
of all summer? Why, of course! 

Not long ago I saw a motion. picture 


called “The God of Creation.” (Pro-> 


duced by Irwin Moon under the auspices 
of the Moody Bible Institute.) In it I 
saw a rose bud open into full bloom 
in a few seconds. Really it took hours 
for the petals to move slowly open, so 
slowly I couldn’t have seen them move 
if I had been looking at the real bush 
with my own:eyes. But someone knew 


‘how to speed up the camera film so that 


the rose petals seemed to snap open one 
after the other and suddenly there was 
the wide open rose! Have you ever 
seen a bean grow—could yoy see it 
moving upward? No, I never have with 
my own eyes, But through the camera’s 
eyes I saw one little root after another 
shoot down into the ground, the little 
bud crack up through the: soil, leaves 
come out, and tendrils hunt for a pole 
to climb. And there— quicker than I 
can write it—was a lusty bean plant! 
If men can do speeded-up wonders like 
that — what couldn’t God do! The Lord 
Jesus was the. Word that made every- 
thing in the beginning (John 1:1-3), and 
He keeps everything going by His power 
now (Heb. 1:3). If He wants to make 
any changes He is the One who can do it. 

The Lord can still make wonderful 
changes. Recently a young man accepted 


‘the Lord as his,;Saviour. He felt that 


he should give up smoking; but he en- 
joyed it so much, that with the others 
at work around him smoking, he did 
not know whether he could .get alon 
without smoking himself. But he foun 
that the Lord took away all desire to 
smoke, and the old bad habit was broken 
and changed by God’s power. 

Have you let the Lord work the mir- 
acle change of turning your black heart 
to a white one? (Use Wordless Book.) 
Perhaps there is some bad habit still 
clinging to you that the Lord would 
change. But remember what Mary told 
the servants was necessary: “Whatso- 
ever he saith unto you, do it” (John 2: 
5). Obey Him, and vou will find He 
will work ‘miracle changes in your life. 

“Rejoice, and be exceeding glad” 
(Matt. 5:12, Memory Verse). The Lord 
wants us to have a good time. He will 
make all our good times better by His 
presence and help. He will make all 
our hard times happy, too, by His pres- 
ence and help. if we trust Him. Invite 
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the Lord Jesus with you wherever you 
go. 

Read the second chapter of John. You 
will find other things that show He was 
God’s Son.

Topic and Scripture: 

Jesus Goes. to a Wedding 

(John 2:1, 2, 7, 8). 
B* SURE to have a picture of a bride 

for your pester today. All the world 
loves 4 lover, they say) and certainly 
we are all interested ‘in ‘a bride. The 
girls are’ thrilled with the preparations 
for the wedding. Beautiful gowns and 
flowers and all the music and — wel, 
you know all about-it. You’ve all been 
to.a wedding, haven’t you? And how 
extra exciting it is if it isa brother or 
a sister or a cousin. who is being mar- 
ried! Of course, boys: say they are not 
interested, but I’m not so sure of that. 

Today’s lesson is about a wedding that 
took place over nineteen hundred years 
ago. They didn’t do as we do teday’in 
America, but I’m. very sure the girl who 
was the bride that day was just: as ex- 
cited as the bride of today. In other 
countries, wedding customs are not like 
ours, but girls’ hearts are not so differ- 
ent, neither are boys’. And there was 
an anxious mother, hustling around >to 
see that all the plans were complete, and 
a father, just as anxious, but not letting 
anybody know it. 

This was a very special wedding, for 
the Lord. Jesus and His mother and His 
disciples were invited. We do not know 
a thing about the marriage itself, but 
an awful thing, td them, happened at 
the wedding dinner. .Maybe some un- 
invited guests came, we do not know, 
but we do know that they ran out of 
wine, and there was not enough to serve 
the people. The mother of Jesus came 
and told Him. I know she. expected 
Him to do something. about it, for she 
told the servants to do whatever He 
told then. 

What did He tell them to do? The 
simplest kind ‘of thing— fill ‘the’ six 
large water pots, that were close by, 
full of water. When they had done that, 
Jesus told them to draw out some and 
take it to the ruler of the feast, the man 
in charge of the dinner. ; 

When he had tasted it, he said’ it was 
the best wine— why had they saved it 
for the last? He didn’t know what had 
happened. 

This was the first miracle the Lord 
Jesus Christ did. 

You. don’t know what a miraclé is? 
It.is something so wonderful that man 
cannot do it. The growth of anything 
is a miracle. Life itself is a miracle. 
Man can plant a grapevine. He can’t 
make it grow. God sends rain and sun- 
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shine, provides food’ in the ground for 
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it, and makes it grow. It blooms and, 
after a few months, has grapes on it. 
The water that waters it makes the 
juice of the grapes, only it isn’t water 
now, it has had sugar and delightful 
flavor added, and we press it out and 
call it grapejuice. 

The Lord Jesus is Master of all crea- 
tion, He is the Creator, and He could 
speak the word, and the grapevine’s 
work of months was done in a moment: 
the water was turned into wine. 

Jesus did miracles so the people could 
understand that He is the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and many did believe in Him 
when they saw the miracles. 

We read of one wedding and one 
funeral where Jesus was present. He 
stopped the funeral, for He raised the 
young man from the dead and gave him 
back to his mother. He made the wed- 
ding the best known wedding in all his- 
tory, though we do not know the names 
of either the bride or the groom. 

The Lord Jesus Christ adds glory to 
everything He touches. Don’t you want 
Him to take your young, fresh, beau- 
tiful: life, while it is unstained with 
earth’s living, cleanse the sin that was 
born in you, and make al) your life 
pleasing to Him, and a blessing to every 
one you meet? He will do it if you wil) 
let Him.

ing, whether it be of God, or whether 
I speak from myself” (R.V.). 

There is much more that might be said, 
but I will content myself by referring 
to another challenge from our Lord. The 
record is in the eleventh chapter of Mat- 
thew. The dark clouds of rejection had 
gathered about Him. Israel had refused 
Him, saying, “We will not have this man 
to reign over us.” He had come to His 
own, and His own had “received him 
not.” There were only a few souls cleav- 
ing unto Him, and to these He had given 
the right to become children of God, 
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even to them that believed on His name 
(John 1:11-13, R.V.). “At that time 
Jesus answered and said, I thank thee, 
O Father, Lord of heaven and earth, be- 
cause thou hast hid these ‘things from 
the wise and prudent, and hast revealed 
them unto babes. Even so, Father: for so 
it seemed good in thy sight” (Matt. 11: 
25, 26). 

And then comes the challenge: “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest. Take 
my yoke upon you, and learn of me; for 
I am meek and lowly in heart: and ye 
shall find rest unto your souls. For 
my yoke is easy, and my burden ‘is 
light” (vs. 28, 29). 

Since these words were uttered, mil- 
lions of men and women have put them 
to the test and found them true. I my- 
self am among these. 

To your question, “Is it not true that 
a change of heart and life can come 
from faith in eternal values like truth, 
love, honor, and rightness, which one 
may call the spirit of God if one so 
desires?” the answer is, No. There is 
no way but God’s way, and there is no 
need of another way. There is no eter- 
nal life apart from Christ. “If we re- 
ceive the witness of men, the witness 
of God is greater: for this is the wit- 
ness of God which he hath testified of 
his Son. He that believeth on the:Son 
of God hath the witness in himself: he 
that believeth not God hath made him a 
liar; because he believeth not the record 
that God gave of his Son. And this is 
the record, that God hath given to us 
eternal lifé, and this life is in his Son. 
He that hath the Son hath life; and he 
that hath not the Son of God hath not 
life” (1 John 5:9-12). 

Let me exhort you, sir, to receive this 
gracious gift which God has prepared 
for you, and which He is now pressing 
upon you. I speak as one who has met 
the challenge of John 7 and Matthew 11, 
and have found the Son of God to be 
a Saviour indeed. -

The Lesson in General 
By Tom M. Olson 
Introduction to the Lesson 


HIS lesson deals with three mir- 

] acles: (1) in the synagogue; (2) 

in the home; (3) in the open air. 
These miracles reveal the fact that the 
Lord was supreme in the religious, do- 
mestic, and public spheres of life. 

These three miracles were performed 
in Capernaum— which, by interpreta- 
tion, means, “The city of consolation.” 
It proved itself to be this to our Lord 
immediately after He had been delib- 
erately rejected in Nazareth, where He 
had been brought up (Luke 4:16-31). 
He resided in Capernaum the last three 
years of His public. ministry. It was 
called “his own city” (Matt. 9:1). 

Capernaum was the scene of many of 
our Lord’s mighty works besides those 
mentioned in this lesson. Capernaum 
was “exalted unto heaven” with priv- 
ileges; but high privilege always carries 
with it corresponding responsibility. 
Capernaum failed in its responsibility, 
hence the Lord’s pronouncement of judg- 
ment upon it (Matt. 11:23, 24). 


The Lesson in Detail 


Mark 1:21.—“‘And straightway on the 
sabbath day he entered into the syna- 
gogue, and taught.” “Straightway” is 
a characteristic word in Mark. How 
prompt the Lord was in all His actions! 
As the Sabbath set in, He immediately 
went to the synagogue; for He was liv- 
ing under the dispensation of the Law. 
How prompt are we at going to the 
Christian gathering on the first day of 
the week? (See Heb. 10:25.) How 
prompt are we at fulfilling His desires? 

The synagogue was the one the cen- 
turion built out of love to the nation of 
Israel (Luke 7:5).

Verse 22.—“And they were astonished 
at his doctrine: for he taught them as 
one that had authority, and not as the 
scribes.” The scribes simply repeated 
what the fathers and elders had taught: 
but the Lord Jesus could say, “Verily, 
I say unto you.” 


Verses 23, 24—“And there was in their 
synagogue a man with an unclean spirit; 
and he cried out, saying, Let us alone 

. thou Jesus of Nazareth; art thou 
come to destroy us? I know thee who 
thou art, the Holy One of God.” Among 
the many unclean things mentioned in 
Scripture are: the unclean beast (Lev. 
27:11); the unclean land (Ezra 9:11); 
the unclean “I” (Isa. 6:5); the unclean 
“we” (Isa. 64:6); and here, the unclean 
spirit. 

All uncleanness is uncomfortable in 
the presence of the holy Lord; and here, 
as He speaks with authority, the unclean 
spirit cries out. Unclean spirits have 
a horror of Christ but no hope in Him. 
Their attitude is, “Let us alone.” Job 
speaks of the wicked who say, “Depart 
from us; for we desire not the knowl- 
edge of thy ways” (Job 21:14). 

The demon was the first one to speak 
of our Lord as “Jesus of Nazareth,” and 
Matthew Henry suggests he did so “with 
design to possess the minds of the peo- 
ple with lew thoughts of him, because 
no good thing was expected out of Naz- 
areth; and with prejudices against him 
as a Deceiver, because everybody knew 
the Messiah must be of Bethlehem.” At 
any rate, his words plainly revealed his 
enmity against the holy One. 

The Lord Jesus came to destroy the 
works of the Devil (1 John 3:8); but 
as far as humanity is concerned, He 
came “to seek and to save that which 
was lost”; and He soon revealed to the 
demon-possessed man that He was the 


Deliverer, and Satan was the Destroyer. 
(See John 10:10.) 


The demon spake the truth when he 
said, “I know thee.” The change of 
pronoun from “us” to “I” is very signifi- 
cant. The demons believe, and tremble, 
but_there is no salvation for them. 


The demon-possessed man didn’t know’ 
Him, the crowd in the synagogue did not 
know Him. The Apostle John said, “He 
was in the world, and the world was 
made by him, and the world knew him 
not” (John 1:10). 


Thank God, it is our privilege to know 
Him now — not as did the demon — but 
as Paul knew Him (2 Tim. 1:12; Phil. 
3:10). And the better we know Him, 
the more we love Him. 


Verse 25.—“‘And Jesus rebuked him, 
saying, Huld thy peace Lor, ‘be muzzled’], 
and come cut of him.” The force of the 
expression, “be muzzled,” is to reduce 
to silence as in Matthew 22:34 and 1 


' Peter 2:15. “Speechless,” in Matthew 22: 


12, has the same significance. 

Many missionaries relate incidents of 
present-day demon-possession, and num- 
bers of them have cast out demons in 
the name of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Harold St. John says, “The peculiar 
form of demon-possession as described 
here may be rare in our day, but de- 
mons of envy, sloth, pride, and evil de- 
sire still lurk with us, and until they 
are cast out, our lives must be power- 
less.” 


Verse 27.—“And they were all amazed, 
insomuch that they questioned ... say- 
ing, What thing is this? what new doc- 
trine is this?” They detected authority 
in His teaching; they saw power in His 
acts; hence their twofold question: 
“What thing?” and “What new doctrine?” 
Word add work synchronized. Words 
of life and works of power for the de-

liverance and blessing of whosoever 
will! 


_ Verse 29.—“And forthwith, when they 
were come out of the synagogue, they 
entered into the house of Simon and 
Andrew, with James and John.” The 
Lord and His apostles accepted invita- 
tions to eat bread after synagogue serv- 
ices (Luke 14:1), and it is possible that 
is what happened here. And upon enter- 
ing Simon’s house, they immediately tell 
Him of, the fever afflicting ‘Simon’s 
mother-in-law. The incident is proof of 
the fact that Peter was married. (See 
also 1 Cor. 9:5.) 


Luke, the beloved physician, says the 
mother-in-law’s fever was a great or 
violent fever. It is easy to visualize the 
delirious woman, tossing herself from 
side to side, and calling for water. 

. What can, and what will, the perfect 
Servant do in this case? “He came and 
took her by the hand, and lifted her up.” 
The hand is the universal symbol of 
service. The Lord’s hand symbolizes 
personal, powerful, and perfect service. 

Immediately the fever left her and 
without the least period of convales- 
cence; she ministered unto them. Her 
experienced hands could soon prepare 
and serve the meal. The poet beauti- 
fully says: 

Whatever the fever, His touch can heal it; 

ar the tempest, His voice can 
still; 

There is only joy as we seek His pleasure; 

There is only rest as we seek His will. 


And some day, after life’s fitful fever, 
I think we shall say in the home on 
high, 
If.the hands that He touched but did His 
bidding, 
How little it matters what else went by ! 


Ah, Lord, Thou knowest us altogether, 

omg = sore sickness, whatever 

Touch Thou our hands! 

leave us. 
And so shall we minister unto Thee. 

Verses 32, 33.—“And at even, when the 
sun did set, they brought unto him all 
that were diseased, and them that were 
possessed with devils. And all the city 
was gathered together at the door.” This 
third miracle of our lesson has a beauti- 
ful background — “at even, when the sun 
did set.” The reasons generally given 
for this are: (1) they waited till the 
midday heat was past and the cool of 
the evening had come, and (2) the day 
being the Sabbath, they waited until its 
duties and privileges were over. But is 
it not also true that people generally try 
everybody and everything else before 
coming to the Lord Jesus? 

But thank God that those who come to 
Him even at the evening of their lives, 
when their sun is setting, find that He 
meant every word of the statement, 
“Him that cometh to me I will in no 
wise cast out” (John 6:37). 


Verse 34—“He .. . suffered not the 
devils [or demons] to speak, because 
they knew him.” They were unclean;

they had no testimonies of deliverance 
to relate. But believers are to be wit- 
nesses unto Him at home and abroad 
(Acts 1:8). “Let the redeemed of the 
Lord say so!” 


Outline of the Lesson 


Advanced students could have their 
attention called to the striking dispensa- 
tional character of this lesson. When 
the Lord Jesus shall appear in glory to 
muzzle the Devil (Rev. 19:11 to 20:3), 
pictured in the synagogue miracle, He 
will also renew His dealings with Israel 
(Acts 15:16-18) and heal them of the 
restlessness of unbelief, pictured in the 
miracle which took place in the house; 
and will also usher in millennial peace 
and blessing for ailing nations (Psa. 72), 
pictured in the sorely afflicted crowd 
gathered at the door of Simon’s house, 
or in what we have termed the public 
miracle. 


Pointers 


Here is a real contrast between John 
the Baptist’s ministry, which we con- 
sidered last week, and the Lord’s min- 
istry; for “John did no miracle: but all 
things that John spake of this man were 
true” (John 10:41). But “this man doeth 
many miracles” (John 11:47). 

“Jesus of Nazareth [was] ... ap- 
proved of God ... by miracles and won- 
ders and signs” (Acts 2:22). 

Hardened hearts consider not the mir- 
acles of our Lord (Mark 6:52). 

The Lord works no miracles to satisfy 
idle curiosity (Matt. 12:38-41). 

The Lord was silent and inactive in 
the presence of mocking Herod, who 
“hoped to have seen some miracle done 
by him” (Luke 23:8-11). 

Many whom the Lord will call workers 
of iniquity will boast that they wrought 
miracles in His name (Matt. 7:22, 23). 

Despite the many miracles which the 
Lord did before the eyes of the people, 
many believed not on Him (John 12:37).

S WE visited a large California 


church one summer Sunday, we 
hoped to see many children and young 
people. To our surprise there were only 
a few Primaries, and fewer Juniors. But 
there were no young folks, not one. 
“Most of our youth are gone on vaca- 
tion during the summer,” the embar- 
rassed superintendent explained, “and 
those who stay in town stop coming to 
church.” 

Happily for us, a charming missionary 
from India told the large Bible class 
of adults about the pitiful needs, and 
the slow, though encouraging progress 
of the Gospel among her people, and 
our interest in this Indian mission has 
continued through an inspiring corre- 
spondence ever since. 

But where were the California boys 
and girls? What were they doing on 
this day set apart for God? Were they 
remembering Him, and using their tal- 
ents to His glory? 

Just about six classes of activities can 
engage a wide-awake person: Our own 
pleasure, our own study, our own work. 


Or we may be engaged in worship of 


God, fellowship with friends, service for 
Christ and for others. Although these 
activities are fused together, and in a 
sense are part of our total program, yet 
the first three are chiefly for weekday 
concentration, while the last three are 
often given their fullest expression on 
the Sabbath Day. 

To help you young people take the 
earth-life of the Lord Jesus Christ as 
a pattern for your own, let us outline, 
in the light of His experiences, an ideal 
Sunday (Mark 1:21-35). He attended a 
planned service to worship God. He 
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taught; providing a teacher-pupil situa- 
tion. He helped a sick friend, and had 
fellowship in a hospitable home. He 
served bodies, minds, and hearts of 
strangers who came to His attention. The 
climax of this came as the next day 
dawned —in personal worship, evaluat- 
ing the day’s activities; praising God for 
His part in victories; interceding for 
those whose lives were touched; com- 
mitting Himself to glorify God.

APPROACH 


Who will find Capernaum on the map? 
Today we have three stories that all 
happened the same day in Capernaum, 
and every one of them is about some 
sort of disturbance. 


A DISTURBANCE IN THE CHURCH 


Junior will read to us about the dis- 
turbance in the Capernaum synagogue. 
What a wonderful lesson they were hav- 
ing that day ! Never before had they had 
such a meeting. We do not know what 
part:of the Bible the Lord Jesus taught, 
but He spoke with authority. That 
means He knew all about it. If He 
spoke about the creation, He was the 
One who had said, “Let there be light.” 
If He spoke about the burning, fiery 
furnece, He had walked in it. The Lord 
could speak about everything with 
authority, for all things are known to 
Him. 

As the people were listening breath- 
lessly to the wonderful words of Jesus 
there was a sudden loud cry. Read verse 


24 again, Junior. Who shouted that. 


out? A man possessed with a demon. 
How startled the people must have 
been! What did the Lord do? Read 
verse 25 again, Junior. Can you see all 
the people watching to see what would 
happen? They had never heard anyone 
command an evil spirit to come out. 
The demon tore the man, uttered a loud 
cry, and came out of him. Undoubtedly 
the people gathered round the man to 
see if he was dead. But, no, he was not 
hurt at all (Luke 4:35). Instead he was 
entirely healed. 


A DISTURBANCE IN THE HovusE 


Mary will read us the next story. Peter 
invited the Lord and James and John 
to his home for dinner. When they got 
there instead of finding dinner ready, 
all was confusion. Peter’s mother-in-law 
had been taken seriously ill that morn- 
ing. She was burning up with fever. 
All the remedies that Peter’s wife had 
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given her mother had done no good. 
How anxiously Peter’s wife’must have 
awaited his return from the synagogue ! 
And now here he was with three guests ! 
Dinner was not ready, and the whole 
household was disturbed. But the Lord 
Jesus went to the old lady’s bedside and 
lifted her up, and the fever left her im- 
mediately. She was able to get up and 
help get the dinner, which her illness 
had delayed. 


A DISTURBANCE IN THE STREET 

Billy will read next. That evening 
just after sunset there was a great noise 
outside Peter’s home. Capernaum was a 
comparatively small, quiet city, but 
many voices and many feet were heard 
approaching. Whtat was the disturbance 
this time? Can you imagine you hear 
Peter say as he went to the door, “It 
seems to me we have had enough ex- 
citement for one day”? Then Peter 
looks out. Everyone in town is coming 
to his home. What do they want? They 
are coming to be healed. Crowds and 
crowds are coming. In fact, all the sick 
and all those possessed with demons 
are either coming themselves or being 
brought by friends. Not one was turned 
away. The Lord healed every one. 

CONCLUSION 

Oh, how many people the Lord Jesus 
healed in just one day! He quieted 
every disturbance. Isn’t it wonderful to 
have a Saviour who can meet every 
emergency! The Lord Jesus always 
knows what to do, and He is able to do 
it. How safely we can trust Him! 


ALTERNATE CONCLUSION 

(If members of the class are unsaved.) 
Boys and girls, has Christ healed your 
soul? Every one of you was born with 
the terrible disease of sin. You may 
not know you have this disease, but it 
is getting you- just the same. People 
sometimes do not know they have a dis- 
ease until it is too late to save their 
lives. Ask God to show you your true 
condition. Then come to Christ and be 
saved.

Topic and Scripture: 
Jesus in Church 
(Mark 1:21-34) 
ERE comes something out of the 
Treasure Chest. It is a big, square 
envelope with five different pictures 
in it. 

(These pictures show a church, a 
Bible, a family worshiping in a church, 
a group of happy Christians at a Bible 
conference, and the name of God in 
beautiful lettering. Ask five children 
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each to choose a picture and show it to 
the class.) 


Yes, there are five holy things — God’s 
house, God’s Book, God’s day, God’s peo- 
ple, and God’s name. Let’s count them 
off on our fingers. 


“ Our story today is about all five. The 
Lord Jesus, who is God, went to God’s 
house with God’s people on God’s day 
to read God’s Book. And He was asked 
to come to the platform and speak to the 
people. Everyone was astonished ‘to 
hear the Lord Jesus Christ because He 
spoke just like God, our Heavenly 
Father. But they did not know that 
Jesus was God. 


Something strange happened that day 
in the church, or synagogue as they 
called. it then. A man who had a bad 
spirit inside came into the meeting. He 
looked cross, and talked right out loud. 
The Lord Jesus made the bad spirit go 
away. Then the man became quiet-and 
good. 

Sometimes people come to church now 
with a bad spirit inside. Perhaps they 
hate someone who has been mean to 
them. Or they may be angry about 
something. 

We cannot make these bad spirits:go 
away, but who can? The Lord Jesus! 
And lét me tell you a secret—we can | 
help the Lord Jesus Christ do this. How? 
By taking Him as our Saviour, then by 
acting like Him.

If I am-wrong, 
shake your head. (Pause after each 
statement.) 


The Lord Jesus would go to church 
as well as to Sunday school. He would 
whisper to the boys and girls near Him. 
The Lord Jesus Christ would rustle the 
pages of the songbook. Jesus would sing 
nicely when others sang. The Lord Jesus 
would bow His head and close His eyes 
while someone prayed. He would look 
around and grin at other boys while the 
Bible was being read. Jesus would lis- 
ten carefully to the minister.

The Demons Knew.—Saying, Let us 
alone; what have we to do with thee, 
thou Jesus of Nazareth? art thou come 
to destroy us? I know thee who thou 
art, the Holy One of God (Mark 1:24). 
This is a subject that stirs the curiosity 
of many people, but which comparatively 
few people understand or care to ex- 
plain. Some of God’s servants who 
have had the privilege of making 
His saving grace known to _ the 
Tibetans have had interesting experi- 
ences which throw light on the subject 
of demon-control. Dr. H. L. Parry, a 
medical missionary of the China Inland 
Mission, in the early part of this century 
made a journey through eastern Tibet. 
Arriving at the city of Mowkung, his 
party had barely reached the first house 
at the entrance of the city, when sud- 
denly a woman ran out of the house call- 
ing out loudly taat “these men have 
come to tell us about the true God.” She 
followed the doctor and his companions 
across the city continuing to herald the 
purpose of their coming. According to 
the doctor, no one could have known 
at that time of the purpose of their com- 
ing to the city, least of all this woman. 
Who, then, told her? It is suggestive of 
Paul’s experience recorded in Acts 16:

E CANNOT read the great hero 

chapter, the eleventh chapter of 
Hebrews, without having our blood stir- 
red and our pulses quickened as we are 
reminded of the men and women, ‘some 
of whom performed mighty deeds and 
others who underwent terrible persecu- 
tion because of faith in God, and un- 
flinching determination to be true to 
Him at any cost. 


Perhaps some of us are tempted to 
think that the day of such deeds is long 
past. Yet, if we will think back only 
a few years, we shall see that within 
the memory of the youngest of.us, men 
have dared to stand true to Christian 
principles, risking the comforts of home, 
possessions, fellowship of friends, and 
even their very lives. Two such men 
were mentioned in the pages of THE 
Sunpay Scuoot Times within the last 
two years. One of them was Pastor 
Martin Niemoeller of Germany, about 
whom Mr. Otto Samuel, himself a vic- 
tim of Nazi persecution, told in the 
Trmes of April 29, 1944. 

we 

Niemoeller had been a commander of 
a German submarine in World War I. 
After bis conversion, he gave up his 
position as an officer, studied theology, 
and became an outstanding minister in 
the German Confessional Church. Dur- 
ing the rise of Hitler, Pastor Niemoeller 
opposed a move to forbid Christian Jews 
to become pastors in the church. Later 
he went to see Hitler, and protested 
against the many murders and cruelties 
that were being performed in his name 
and in the name of the party. When 
Hitler thundered, “You were a German 
officer, and you know what that means 
— obedience! You must obey me, I am 
your Fuehrer,” Niemoeller replied un- 
flinchingly, “You are not my Fuehrer in 
the things of the Church, but the Lord 
Jesus Christ is my leader.” When Hit- 


ler could not control Patsor Niemoeller’s| 


sermons, he gave the order for his arrest 
and internment in a concentration camp. 
There he remained for eight years, un- 
til the end of the war.

Recently Pastor Niemoeller has been 
brought to America by the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in 
America, and has addressed their con- 
vention in Seattle, Wash. There, as re- 
ported in The Christian Beacon, he gave 
a ringing testimony to “the faith that 
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sustains me.” He exalted the Lord Jesus 
Christ and the redemptive blood shed 
on Calvary’s cross. His message was 
filled with Scripture references, and 
sounded strangely out of place, indeed, 
in that atmosphere of denial of the deity 
of the Lord Jesus and of the authenticity 
of the Word.

Only last September Mrs. Grace W. 
Winston, the wife of one of the co- 
directors of the Belgian Gospel Mission, 
told in the columns of THE Sunpbay 
Scnoot Trmes of a Dutch pastor who had 
spent twenty-two months in German 
concentration camps, one of them the 
infamous Dachau, because he had writ- 
ten an article against the licensing of 
prostitution, and had asked his congre- 
gation to pray for a member of the 
church who had been condemned to 
death by the Nazis. This man was one 
of thirty-six Dutch pastors who had re- 
fused to bow to Hitler. At one time 
before he was released, his weight was 
reduced to ninety pounds, and he cal- 
culated that he could not expect to live 
more than six or eight weeks longer. 
Before this time elapsed he was re- 
leased.

Some of us will remember the news- 
paper accounts of Bishop Berggrav of 
Norway, who, when the Nazis closed his 
church and refused to permit him or his 
people to enter, gathered his congre- 
gation together about him in the streets, 
and led them in the singing of “A Mighty 
Fortress Is Our God.”

Undoubtedly, during the bitter perse- 
cution of: Hitler’s regime in Europe, 
there were some who defied the Nazis 
because of intense patriotism or loyalty 
to a particular denomination. The cour- 
age of these is to be admired, and com- 
mended, although it cannot be compared 
to the faith mentioned in Hebrews 11. 
But there were also undoubtedly many, 
some of whom we have not yet heard, 
who stood true because of allegiance 
and devotion to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
rather than to a particular denomination 
or state, and who deserve to be men- 
tioned along with some of the stalwarts 
of the faith of our Scripture verses. 

ve 

But what is the lesson for us? Many 
of us will never be placed in such posi- 
tions as were these men. Yet times 
do come to many of us in every-day life 
that afford opportunities to stand true 
for Christ, or to deny Him. What about 
those with whom we work every day, or 
those who sit beside us in school, or 
who play on the football or basketball 
team with us? Do they know we belong 
to Christ? When the opportunity comes 
to stand true for Him against profanity, 
or smutty talk, or unworthy conduct, do 
we dare to let it be known that we 
belong to Him, and therefore are against‘ 
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such practices? What are you doing 
about it when some right in the leader- 
ship circles of your church or denomina- 
tion deny Christ and the Word? It takes 
real courage to stand true in some of 
these places—a courage just as com- 
mendable and a faith just as real as that 
displayed by the heroes of the faith 
about whom we have been talking and 
thinking. What does your Christian 
faith mean to you today?

A son of Abraham must do the works 
of Abraham. 

A son of God must believe the words 
of God, which Christ alone speaks. The 
Old Testament test of sonship is ful- 
fillment of the Law; the New Testament 
test is acceptance of Christ. 





“Now there was set a vessel full of 
vinegar” (John 19:29). Brimful, mestos. 
There seems to be a contrast between 
John 2:7 and John 19:29. The water 
pots at Cana were filled to the brim 
and the water became the wine of 
grace, of forgiveness, of joy, of life in 
all its possible fullness. It was a symbol 
of salvation. It was literally true that 
“thou hast kept the good wine until” 
the last, until the dispensation of the 
Law was over. 

The vessel set on Calvary was also 
full, but filled with oxu, sharp vinegar, 
with hate, scorn, suffering, rejection, sin, 
death. 

He tasted death for everyone when 
the sponge with vinegar was put to his 
mouth. “When Jesus therefore had re- 
ceived the vinegar, he said, It is finished: 
and he bowed his head, and gave up 
the ghost” (John 19:30). 
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“This beginning of miracles did Jesus 
in Cana of Galilee, and manifested forth 
his glory” (John 2:11), “the glory as of 
the only begotten of the Father” (1:14). 

This end of humiliations, this obe- 
dience unto death; even the death of 
the cross, is the closing incident of the 
Passion when He tasted the sharpness of 
death for all believers. 





“One of his disciples, whom Jesus 
loved” (John 13:23). For John to men- 
tion himself by name, say some, would 
have been to assume a certain promi- 
nence when Jesus alone should have 
been in men’s thoughts. I think the rea- 
son different. The name John means 
“he to whom Jehovah shows grace, he 
whom Jehovah loves.” John changes it 
to “he whom Jesus loved.” This is an 
identification of Jehovah with Jesus, ‘a 
statement in so many words of the deity 
of Christ. John as a devout Jew would 
never have made this change unless he 
believed that Jesus was actually God 
manifested in the flesh. 


The phrase “the disciple whom Jesus 
loved” occurs in John 13:23 at the Last 
Supper; in John 19:26 at the Crucifixion; 
in John 20:2, in the Resurrection nar- 
rative; and in John 21:7 and 20 in the 
post-Resurrection appearance by the 
lake. It is the Apostle John’s personal 
signature to the authenticity of the ac- 
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count of the death and resurrection of 
the Lord, Jehovah-Jesus, 


It is also the equivalent of Paul’s “who 
loved me, and gave himself for me” 
(Gal. 2:20), where Paul speaks of be- 
ing “crucified with Christ.” There can, 
indeed, be no doubt of the intimate per- 
sonal love and friendship of Jesus for 
John, but John never uses the phrase 
“whom Jesus loved” of himself apart 
from the Passion narrative. To use it 
elsewhere would have been an unwar- 
ranted suggestion of primacy in the 
Lord’s affection. 


John was thinking of dying love. At 
the Last Supper the unspeakable con- 
descension of his soul’s Lover was shown 
when He, “knowing that the Father had 
given all things into his hands, and that 
he was come from God, and went to 
God,” girded himself with a towel and 
washed John’s feet. At the Crucifixion 
the love of the suffering Lamb for John 
showed itself in a broken heart out of 


which came blood and water. 
Resurrection the mighty Lover of John’s 
soul, who had brought to him life and 
immortality, manifested Himself still as 
as Friend when, on a chilly Galilee 
morning, He provided a fire of coals and 
morning meal for His tired disciple. 
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The Last Beatitude.—The last recorded 
words of Jesus in John’s Gospel proper 
were a beatitude on all future believers, 
“Blessed are they that have not seen, 
and yet have believed,” that is, believed 
in Jesus as Lord and God, as Thomas 
did. This was Christ’s last Beatitude, 
His blessing upon all Christian believers 
down through the centuries. At the end 
of Luke’s Gospel we have the same motif,

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Matthew’s Gospel (vs. 19, 20) appoints 
two functions to the Church, making 
disciples of and baptizing all nations and 
“teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever I have commanded.” For 
the fulfilling of these two functions He 
was to be with them for all time and 
with all power. 

The twenty-first of John presents these 
two commands pictorially in two enacted 
parables. The miratulous draught of 
fishes represents the Gospel net among 
Jew and Gentile; the dialogue with 
Peter has a threefold admonition to 
teach — “Feed my lambs, . . . feed my 
sheep, . . . feed my sheep.” 

The post-Resurrection Lord was with 
them with all power— power to bring 
the 153 Gentile peoples, “great fishes” as 
distinguished from little Israel, into the 
net; also with miraculous power to pro- 
vide food for hungry disciples. The fire 
of coals and morning meal is a pictorial 
transcription of the words, “Lo, I am 
with you alway.” 

The twenty-fourth verse is the sig- 
nature of John endorsed by Andrew and 
Philip (“We know that his [John’s] tes- 
timony is true”). Note, then, that An- 
drew and Philip are seen in John 1, John 
6, and John 12 fulfilling just the minis- 
tries chapter twenty-one outlines. In 
chapter one they are bringing their Jew- 
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ish brethren to Christ; in chapter twelve 
bringing Greek Gentiles to Christ; in 
chapter six assisting in feeding the mul- 
titude. 


With the New Books 


The Bible Basis of Missions. By Rob- 
ert Hall Glover, M.D., F.R.G.S. (Bible 
House of Los Angeles, Los Angeles 6; 
$1.75.) Few men are as well prepared 
to write a book on foreign missions as 
Dr. Glover. He had eighteen years’ ex- 
perience ‘on the field in China, has 
taught classes in missions in several Bible 
institutes, and lectured on them in two 
seminaries and many Bible conferences; 
wrote the authoritative and comprehen- 
sive handbook, “The. Progress of World- 
Wide Missions”; and is Home Director 
Emeritus for North America of the China 
Inland Mission. This present 108-page 
volume is partly due to repeated requests 
from Dr. Glover’s hearers that his studies 
be put into print. 

“Missions” appears in the title of every 
one of the ten chapters, and the subject 
is considered in the light of the Bible, 
the revelations of the Holy Spirit and 
the Apostle Paul, and in relation to 
the church, pastor, Christ’s return, men, 
money, prayer, and finally a striking 
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parallel is drawn ‘between “The ‘Little 
Lad’ and Missions.” As in his public 
speaking, Dr. Glover’s writing is marked 
by clearness of expression, depth of 
thought, logical argument, and close ad- 
herence to the Scriptures, and by illus- 
trations drawn from his experience on 
the foreign field and at home and his 
knowledge of the history of missions. 
As would be expected in a book of this 
character, some of the material will be 
familiar to careful Bible students and 
those who have read biography and 
other literature related to missions; but 
Dr. Glover relates thrilling incidents 
from the lives of great missionaries and 
gives stimulating quotations from their 
writings that will be new to many, and 
his outlines, expositions of crucial Bible 
passages, and arguments are refresh- 
ingly new. 

The chapter on “Christ’s Return and 
Missions” is important, for in it Dr. 
Glover takes issue with some Bible 
teachers. His own words should be 
quoted lest there be miisunderstanding. 
“It is our firm conviction,” he writes, 
“that the matter of supreme importance 
is to discern that the task set by Christ 
for His Church to accomplish during 


. this dispensation is the evangelization 


of the entire world” (p. 109). Referring 
to Acts 1:8, he declares: “Thus the

What will 
take place after that, however impor- 
tant it may be, does not after all neces- 
sarily affect our duty to finish the task 
assigned to us now” (p. 109). Needless 
to say, Dr. Glover does not believe that 
werld conversion is the object of for- 
eign missions, and gives considerable 
space to two strong objections to that 
view. “What different factors may con- 
tribute to the carrying out of the wit- 
ness, and precisely when and how it 
will be consummated, are questions 
which rest with the Lord and not with 
us His servants” (p. 115). Of James’ 
declaration in the 15th of Acts, Dr. 
Glover writes: “He is affirming that 
at the end of the present elective stage 
of Gentile redemption, when through 
the world-wide preaching of the Gospel 
the Church, composed of all, whether 
Gentiles or Jews, who turn to Christ 
during this period, is completed, the 
Lerd will return, even as He promised. 
His coming will be first to catch away 
the Church, which is His Body or Bride 
—ah event commonly known as the 
Rapture (1 Thess. 4:16, 17), and then in 
turn to fulfill to His earthly people Is- 
raél His promises under the Davidic 
covenant by ‘building again the taber- 
nacle of David,’ restoring them as a 
nation in their own ‘promised land,’ and 
there setting up His throne and mil- 


? 
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lennial kingdom over them (Luke 1: 
32, 33)” (p. 107). 

This volume lends itself well to use 
as a textbook in mission study classes 
for a series of ten or more studies, and 
is a valuable supplement to Dr. Glover’s 
earlier work on missions. No one can 
read it without concluding that he ought 
to go, if he can, and that he must give 
and pray. 


Inspirational and Devotional Verse. 
Compiled by Bob Jones, Jr. (Zondervan 
Publishing House, Grand Rapids 2, Mich., 
$2.50.) There will be found much variety 
in this compilation of 365 poems, one 
for each day of the year. They inclide 
poems old and new, but all with an 
appeal to the heart. There are some 
precious old favorites not often found 
in anthologies. Among the authors are 


such well-known names as Sidney Lanier,’ 


Horatius Bonar, Madame Guyon, Chris- 
tina Rosetti, Bryant, Whittier, and Long- 
fellow. Among the verse from more re- 
cent writers are Amy Carmichael’s 
“Make ‘Me Thy Fuel,” and Elizabeth 
Chenhey’s little gem, “Overheard in an 
Orchard” (first published in the Times, 
Nov. 20, 1920). There is a good topical 
index as well as a general index. 


More Illustrations and Quotable Poems. 
Compiled and edited by A. Bernard Web- 
ber. (Zondervan Publishing House, 
Grand Rapids 2, Mich., $1.25.) A sfrik- 
ing illustration to drive home a truth 
is perhaps more sought after today by 
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Christian workers in the preparation of 
a Sunday school lesson orf message thah 
any other one thing. Here are 220 
storiés and poems on 50 much-used sub- 
jects. A few of the topics are: Advers- 
ity, Atonement, Character, Drink, For- 
giveness, Home, Money, New Year, Serv- 
ice, Success, Trust, Work. In compiling 
this book the author had in mind two 
objects: (1) te help Christian workers 
have a more powerful ministry, and (2) 
to make Christ and His Gospel more 
real in daily life. The book contains 
an index of titles and subjects, and is 
attractively bound in gilt-lettered ma- 
roon cloth. 


Great Missionaries to Africa. By J. 
Theodore Mueller. (Zondervan Publish- 
ing House, Grand Rapids 2, Mich., $1.25.) 
The story of the true Church is not the 
record of institutions but of utterly de- 
voted men and women. The dark con- 
tinent of Africa has been enlightened 
with the Gospel today because a bahd 
of heroic souls was willing to burn out 
for*God. Dr. Mueller has written a 
thrilling account of thirteen of the great 
pioneers, and it has proved so useful 
that a second edition is now presented 
to the public. To read it is to be in- 
spired with a deeper missionary passion; 
it will be an excellent mission study 
textbook for classes. There are some

Hyman J. Appelman. (Zondervan Pub. 
House, Grand Rapids 2, Mich., 35 cents.) 
When you buy this forty-three-page 
booklet, fall on your kness and ask God 
to make its message real to you. If 
every believer in America would read 
these three sermons in that attitude of 
surrender, our beloved nation might 
see the revival it so desperately needs. 
These messages describe vividly the cost 
of Pentecostal power for today; and the 
concluding question asked by the 
evangelist is, “Will you help me pay it?” 
to which the earnest Christian reader 
can, only cry out a trembling, “Yes!”

The Challenge of Life. By Oswald J. 
Smith. (The People’s Press, 100 Bloor 
East, Toronto 5, Can., $1.) Many readers 
who have been blessed by the written 
and spoken messages of this great 
preacher will keenly-enjoy the brief but 
most interesting autobiographical sketch 
of his early life, with which the book 
opens. There follows a series of mes- 
sages on the missionary call, prepara- 
tion, hardships, program, and world- 
wide vision. There are several brief 
Bible studies on different themes, and 
some personal testimonies of the author, 
including one giving the stories of many 
of his own hymns. 


Our Father. By Dr. Alexander Mac- 
laren. (Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., Grand 
Rapids 3, Mich., $1.) “A Devotional 
Study on the Lord’s Prayer” is the sub- 
title. It is another volume in the Home 
Devotional Library. It is doctrinally 
sound, reverent in expression, devout 
in spirit, and scholarly in presentation. 
The material is well arranged. The 
author prefaces each petition in the 
prayer with the words of the title, “Our 
Father.” Each petition is considered 
separately, but also in relation to the 
others. The approach is a little general 
and inclined to be somewhat philosophi- 
cal, though it is not cluttered with tech- 
nicalities. Some practical’ applications 
would have been beneficial, as well as 
an exhortation to more earnest and per- 
sistent prayer. Doubtless many lay 
readers and Christian workers will profit 
by the reading of this book, and will 
find use for it in their work. 


The Greatest Things. By Arthur S. 
Wood. (Pickering and Inglis, Ltd., 229 
Bothwell St., Glasgow, Scotland, three 
shillings sixpence, net.) This booklet of 
104 pages sets forth twelve “greatest 
things”: “Thé Greatest Knowledge,” 
“Joy,” “Magriet,” “Friend,” “Love,” 
“Gift,” “Hope,” “Victory,” “Commis- 
sion,” “Book,” and “The Greatest of 
All.” The viewpoint is thoroughly or- 
thodox, and a spiritual emphasis per- 
vades every page. Many personal ex- 
periences of the author, active as a 
parochial missioner in Britain, serve to 
illustrate and drive home the truths that 


touch almost every aspect of Biblical 
knowledge.

III of an Exposition of the Heidelberg 
Catechism. By the Rev. Herman Hoek- 
sema.

The central doc- 
trine of the faith is here discussed from 
the Calvinistic viewpoint. The ‘positions 
taken by Catholicism, Modernism, and 
Arminianism are carefully analyzed. In 
Chapter IX, the author comes in con- 
flict with Premillennialism, but his at- 
tempt at refutation is inadequate and 
contains no exegesis of Scripture. The 
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volume is valuable in that it presents 
solid doctrine in a readable form, and 
will stimulate readers to further study 
of the Word, whether they agree with 
the writer in all points or not.

Men.—John 2:1-12. 
Jesus at the Marriage Feast. 
PrayYER Succestions: “There was a 
marriage in Cana of Galilee; and the 
mother of Jesus was there: and both 
Jesus _was called, and/his disciples.”

Tues.—John 2:13-25. The Temple Cleansed. 


PRAYER SuccesTions: “Take these 
things hence; make not my Father’s 
house an house of merchandise.” Many 
churches need what the Temple required 
—a thorough cleansing. The most ter- 
rible condition any church can enter on 
earth is that of’ losing her “house of 
prayer” character. When people begin 
to associate business and fun with a 
Christian church it is safe to say that 
her glory has departed. Zeal for the 
glory of God is sadly lacking today. 
Pray for the cleansing of your own 
church, and obey God in aiding her puri- 
fication. 


Wed.—Matthew 21:23-27. 
Jesus’ Authority Questioned. 


PrayeR Succestions: “Who gave thee 
this authority?” This question is like 
that sometimes asked by burglars, “What 
are you doing in your own house?” Our 
Lord came to His own Temple, and yet 
these thieves and robbers had the gall 
to ask who gave Him this authority. 
The world still would shut the mouths 
and stop the work of righteous people. 
Learn from eur Lord how to shut their 
mouths (Titus 1:10, 11). Pray for wis- 
dom needed for answering and silenc- 
ing wicked people. 


Thurs.—John 8:25-30. ; 
God’s Commissioned Spokesman. 
PRAYER SuGGEsTIONS: “I speak to the 
world those things which I have heard 
of him.” God’s last witness to this world 
is His Son. The apostles claimed their 
words were Christ’s, and this fact gave 
them their authority. Accept from no 
preacher messages not in agreement 
with the words of Christ. Pray for more 
preaching of the wholesome words of 
Christ. 


Fri.—Matthew 11:25-30, 
Jesus’ Great Invitation. 


PRAYER Succestions: “Come unto me, 
all ye that labour and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest.” The great- 
ness of Christ’s person makes His in- 
vitation great. It has in view all the 
miseries of time and eternity from which 
He saves us, and all the bliss of Heaven 
to which He brings us. Let all sin- 
laden souls be given the loving invita- 
tion of the Saviour. Pray that God will 
open your eyes to see and your heart 
to feel the truth of Christ’s words— 
“Come unto me.” 
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Sat—Matthew 7:24-29. 
Jesus Taught With Authority. 
Prayer Succestions: “He taught them 
as one having authority, and not as the 
scribes.” The scribes borrowed their 
words from others; Christ spoke directly 
from God. What He heard He spoke. 
His words were the words of the Father 
who sent Him. Our authority lies in 
our preaching the Word of God. Study 
God’s Word; learn from Him how to give 
to everyone a portion in due season. 
Pray that your eyes may be open to see 
Christ and His will in the Scriptures. 


Sun.—Romans 8:1-11. Freedom in Christ. 

PRaYER SucceEstions: “No condemnation 
to them which are in Christ Jesus, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after the 
Spirit.” Many dwell upon the words, “no 
condemnation,” who ignore the words, 
“Walk not after the flesh, but after the 
Spirit.” Many “in Christ” do not enjoy 
the life, peace, and freedom provided 
for them in Christ. “To be spiritually 
minded is life and peace.” Pray for a 
closer walk with God for yourself, and 
then draw nigh unto God so that He 
will draw nigh unto you.
